many other alſo) your Lordihiploxes 
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the Church, as you are her Foſter-|

and the vnity of the Church, with the 
godly defignes of our religious King.

that kind:part of the Song which Deborah & 
| Parak ung after their great victory vpon S1- 
| ſera ; Siſera who was Tabin the King of (ana- 
ans Generall againſt I/acl, God himſelfc 
made Moſes a Song, and cxprefled his rea- 
fon why ; The children 0” Tſrael, ſayes God, 
will forget my Law; but this ſong they will 
not forget; and whenſoeuer they ſing this 
ſong, Ys ſong {hall reſtific againſt them, 
what I haue done for them, how they haue 
forſaken me. And to ſuch a purpoſc hath 
God left this Song of Deborah and Barak in 
the Scriptures, that all Murmurers , andall 
that ſtray into a diffidence of Gods power,or 
of his purpoſe to ſuſtaine his owne cauſe, 
and tao his owne Enemies, might run 
and read, might read and ſing, the wonder- 
full deliuerances that God hath giuen to his | 
people, by weake and vnexpected meanes. 
This world begun with a Song,if the Chalde 
| Paraphrafts, vpon Salomons Song of Songs 
haue taken a true tradition; That a{Toone as 
Adams ſinne was forgiuen him , he expreſ- 
ſed(as he cals it in that Song)Sabbatum ſuum, 
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his Sabboth, his peaceof conſcience, in a 
| Song 3 of which, wehauethe entrance in 
that Paraphraſe, This world begun ſo; and 
ſo did the next world too , if wee count the 
beginning of that (as itisa good compura- 
tion todoe {o) fromthe comming of Chrift

Teſus : tor that was expreſſed on Earth, in 


nificat ; My ſoule doth magmifie the Lord : In 
Z acharies Benedictus;Bleſſed be the Lord God 
of Iſrael; and 1n Simeons, Nunc dimittis,Lord, 
now letteſt thou thy ſeruant depart in peace, This 
world bcganſo, and the other ; and when 
both full , and make yp one world 


diuers Songs ; inthe bleſſed Uirgins Mag- | 


without end, it ſhall continueſo in heauen, 
in that Song ofthe Lamb,Great and marueilous 
are thy workes, Lord God Almightyiuſt and true 
are thy wayes , thou King of Saints. And, to 
Tune vs, to Compoſe and giue ys a Harmo- 
nieand Concord of affeftions, inall per- 
turbations and pals1ons, and diſcords in the | 
paſſages of this life, if we had no more of 
the ſame Muſique in the Scriptures (as we 
| haue the Song of Moſesat the Red Sea, and 
many P/almes of Danid to the ſame pur- 


| poſe) this Song of Deborah were enough,a- 
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bundantly enough, to ſlumber any ftorme, 
to becalme any tempeſt, to rectifie any 


his cauſe, when in the Hiſtory and occaſi- 
on of this Song,cxpreſied m the Chapter be- 


the ſight of the Lord againe, and yet againc, 
God came to them : That God himſelfe had 


an, and yet he repented the bargaine, and 
. cameto them; That in twenty yeeres oppreſsi- 


| on he came not, and yet he came, That when 


Siſera came againſt them, with nine hundred Cha- 


nable tothar, and Ged cald vp a woman, a 
| Propheteſſe, a Deborah agamt him, becauſe 
| Deborah had a zeale to the cauſe,and conle- 
quently an enmity to the enemie, Ged 
| would eff<&& his purpoſe by fo weake an 1n- 
 ſtrument , by a woman, bur by a woman, 
' which had no fuch intereſt, nor zeale to the 
cauſe; by Jael: And in Iaels hand, by ſuch 
an inſtrument, as wrh that, ſcarce any 
man could doe it, if it were to be donea- 
cane, with a hammer ſhe driues a nayle 
through his temples, and nayles him to the 
ground, 
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ſcruple of Gods {lacknefſle in the detence of 


ſold Iſrael into the hands of Iabin King of Cana- |

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fore this, we ſee, That 1/rael had done enill in |

ground, as he lay ſlceping in her tent : And 
then the endof all,was the cnd of all, noz one 
man of hu army left aliue, O my Soule wby, art 
thou ſo ſad,wby art thou ſo diſquieted within me? | 
Sing vnto the Lord an old ſong, the ſong of | 
Deborah and Barak, That God by weake 
meanes doth mighty workes, That all Gods 
creatures fight in his bchalfe, They fought 
from beanen , theſtarres in their Order, fought 
againſt Siſera. 

You ſhal haue but two parts out of theſe 
words; And to make theſe two parts,I con- 
ſider the Text,as the two Hemiſpheres of the 
world,laid open in a flat, in aplaine Map. 
All choſe parts of the world , which the An- 
cients haue vied to conſider, arcin one of 
thoſe Hemipberes ; All Europe 1s 1n that, and 


in that 1s all A//a, and Afrike too : So that 
| when we haueſeene that Hemiſphere, done: 
| with thar, we might ſeeme to haue ſcene all, 
done with all che world ; but yetthe other 
| Hemiſphere , that of America 1s as big as it; 
though, but by occaſion ofnew, and late 
 diſcoueries, we bad had nothing to ſay of 
America. So the firſt partof our Text, will 
bee as that firſt Hemi/pbere ; all which the 
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| How the words were ſpoken then, How 


| and ſometimes doth cffe& his purpoſes by 


ſtory, Thathe lookes for aſſiſtance, for 
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ancient Expoſitors found occaſion tonote 
out of theſe words, will be in that : but by 
the new diſcoucries of ſome humors of 
men, and rumors of men, we ſhall hauc oc- 
ca{ion to ſay ſomewhat of a ſecond part to. 
The parts are, firlt, che Literall, the Hiſto- 
ricall ſenſe of the words; And then an e- 
merger, a collaterall, an occaſionall ſcnſc 
of them. The explication of the wordes, 
and the Application, Quid tunc, 2nidnunc, 


they may be applied now, will beour two 
parts. And, 1n paſſing through our firſt, 
wee {hall make theſc ſteps. Firſt, God can, 


himſclie ; incirely, immediatly, extraordt- 
narily , miraculouſly by himſfelfe : Bur yet, 
in a ſecond place, we {hall ſee, by this 


concurrence of ſecond cauſes, and ſubor- 
dinate meanes : And that therefore, God 
inthis Song of Deborah, hath prouidedan| 
honourable commemoration of them,who 
did a{liſt his cauſe ; for , the Princes haue 
their place, The Princes of Iſſachar were 
with her : Andthen, the Gonernours, The 
| great 
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great Perſons, the great Officers of the 
State, haue their place in this honour , 
That they offered themſelues willmgly to that 
ſernice ; And after them , the Merchants, 
for thoſe who arc ſaid there, to ride Þpon 
white Aſſes, to be well mounted, according 
to the manner of thoſe N ations, are, by Pe- 
ter Martyr, amongſt our Expoſitors, and by 
Serarius the Teſuite, amongſt the others, fit- 
ly vndcrftood, to be mtcended of Merchants ; 
And in the ſame verſe,the Iudges are honora- 
bly remembred, Thoſe that fit in Iudgement ; 
And a farre vnlikelicr ſort of people, then 
any of theſe, in the ſame verſe too, Theſe 
that walked by the way ; Idle, and diſcourling 
men, that were not much affected, how 
| buſineſle went,ſo they mightrtalke of them: 
And laſtly, the whole people in generall, 
how poore ſocuer, they on euidence 
from this record, That they offered them- 
ſelues (and what will they demie, that offer 
themſelues) and willingly , to this imploi- 
ment, And then, Ged hauing Fere afforded 
this honourable mention of them , who 
did a{liſt him, he layes alſo a heauy notre 
vpon ſuch, who for collatcrall reſpects pre- 
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| uaricated, or withdraw themfelucs from 
Verſe 16. | his ſeruice : perticularly vpon Ruben, who 
| was diuided bygreatneſſe of heart, And ypon 
Vorſe17. Dan, who remained m hu ſhips, And there- 
' fore ro the encouragement of thoſe who 
 didaſſiſt him, in any proportion, though 
their aſliftance were no wayes competent 
©, againſtſopotentanenemy, Ged foughtfor 
| himaſelfe too, They fought from Heauen, T he 
| tarres in their order fought againſt Siſera, And 
| theſe will be the branches , or circumſtan- 
| ces of our firſt part : for the particulars of 
 theſccond,we ſhall open them more com- 
| modioully for your memory and vſe,then, 
| when we come to handle them, then now, 
| Now we proceed to thoſe of the firſt parr, 
Ports, | Andinto thoſel paſſe withthis proteſta- 
\tion, Thar 1n all which I ſhall ſay this day, 
 beeing ro ſpeakeoften of God, in that Ne- 
| tron, ashe1s Lord of Hoftes, and fights his 
owne batcailes, I am farre from giuing 
fire to them that deſire warre, Peace mn this 
world, isa pretious Earneſt, and a faire and 
louely Type of the everlaſting peace of the 
world to come: And warre in this world,is 
 [aſhrewdand fearcfull Emblem? of the eucr- 
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laſting 
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laſting diſcord and tumulr, and torment of 
the world to come: And therefore, our Ble/: 
{edGod, bleſle vs with this externall, and 
this internall, and make that lead vs to an 
etcrnall peace. But Iſpeake of this ſubicR, 
eſpecially ro eſtablith and ſettle them, thar 
ſuſpect Gods power, or Gods purpoſe, to 
ſuccour thoſe, who in torraine parts, grone 
vnder hcaue poo. in matter of Re-

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| 
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ligion,, or to reltorethoſe , who in forraine 
parts, are deuecitcd of their lawſull poſleſ- 
ſions, and inheritance ; and becauſe God 
hath not done theſe great workes yet, nor 
yetraiſed yp meanes, in apparance, and in 
their apprehenſion, likely to effect it, That 
therefore God likes not the cauſe ; and there- 
fore they begin to bee ſhaked in their owne 
Religion at home, ſince they thinke that 
God neglc&ts it abroad. But,beloued,ſince 


God made all this world of _ 
hee recouer any one peece thercof, 
{tore any one peece, with a little? In the 


Creation, his production of ſpecifique 
| formes, and ſeucrall Crearures in the ſe- 
' uerall dayes, was much, very much ; but 
not very much, comparcd with that, which 
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he had done immediatly before, when he 
made Heauen and Earth of nothing. For, 
for the particular Creatures , God had then 
\ Praincentem Materiam , he had ſtufte before 
 him;enough to cut out Creatures of the lar- 
| oelt (iſe, his Elephants of the Earth, his 1/hales 
, and Leniathans in the Sea, In that matter 
| there was Semen Creaturarum , The Seed of 
all Creatures in that ſtuffe. Bur for the {tuffe 
ir ſclte, the Heauen and Earth, God had not 
| Semen (li, any ſuch ſecd of Heauen as that 
| he could ſay tot, doe thou hatch a Heauen; 

he had not any ſuch Semen terre, as that hee 
| could bid that grow vp into an Earth: 
| There wasnothing atall,and all, that1s,was 
produced from that ; and then who ſhall 
doubt ofthis proceedwvg, it bya little he will 
doe much? He liuffered his greater works 

to be paraleld, orto be counterfeit by Pha- 
| r20bs Magicians,but in his leaſt, inthe ma- 
| king of Lice, hee broughr them to confeſle 
Diguumn Dei, the finger of God; and that 
| was enough ; 1 he arme of God,the hand of 

God needs not ; where he will worke, his 
finger is enough, It was nor that imagina- 
tion, that dreame o: the Rabbins, that hinde- | 
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red the Magicians , whoſay, that the Denill 
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cannot make any Creature,leſſethen a Bar- 
ley corne ; As 1tis with men , they miſcon- 


 celue it to be with the Deuill coo ; harder ro 


make a little clocke, a litcle picture, any 
thing in alittle, then 1n a larger forme, That 
was no part of the reaſon 1n that caſe : but 
{ſince man ordinarily eſteemes it fo, and or- 


| dinarily admires great workes in little 


forme, why will he not be content to glo- 
rifie God that way, 1n a faithfull confidence, 
that hee can and will doc great workes by 
weake meanes, Should God hane ſtayd to 
leuie, and arme, and traine, and muſter,and 


preſent men cenow to dilcomfit Sennache- 
rib Hee tooke aneerer way; he ſlew al-:

molt two hundreth thouſand of them, in 


one night by an Angell, Should God haue 


| troubled an Augell to ſarisfie Elifha his ſer- 


uant? Onely by apparitioninthe cloudes, 


much as a cloud, he imployed no Creature 
at all, againſt the Philiſtines, when they came 
vp with thirty thouſand Chariozs ; buthee 


| he brought him to acknowledge, that there 
were more with them,then with the Enemy, 
' whenthere was none. He troubled not fo 
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breathed a dampe, an a({toniſhment into | 
them, he imprinteda diuine terror in their 
hearts,and they fought againſt one another. 
God foreſaw a diminution of his honour, in 
the augmentation of I/7aels torces, and ther- | 
fore he reduced Gideons thirty two thouſand. 
ro three hundredperſons, It was fo 1n per- | 
ſons,God does much with few,and it was fo 
| in time, God does much, though lare; 
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| though God ſceme along time to haue for- 
got his people, yer in due time, thar is, in his | 
| time;he returnes tothem againe. S. Auguſtine 
| makes a vſeull Hiſtoricall note, That that 
land to which God brought the Children of 
| Ifrael,was theirowne land betore;they were 
' theright heres to x, lineally defcended from 
him, who was the firſt poſſeſſor of ir, after 
the floud: burthey were ſo long outof pol- 
ſe{lion of 1t, as thar they were neuer able to 
ſer their ticle on foot ; nay, they did ſcarce 
know their own title;and yer God repoſſeſſed 
them ofic, renueſted them init, [t1s fo for 
| perſons, and times in his waycs in this world, 
Mauch with few,much though late, and it 1s 
ſo in his wayes to the next world too:for per- 
ſons, Elias knew of no more but himſelfe, 
that 
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| that ſerued the right God aright: God makes 
him know that there were ſenen thouſand 
' more;ſcuen thouſand was much to one, but 
it was little to all the world : and yet theſe ſe- | 
| en thouſand have peopled heauen,and ſent. 
 ypall thoſe Colonies thither; all thoſe Armies 
| of Martyrs , thoſe flockes of Lambes, inno- 
' cent children, thoſe Fathers, the Fathers of 
the Church,and Mothers, holy Matrons,and | 
daughters, bleſſed Virgines, and learned and | 
laborious DoFors ; theſe ſeuen thouſand 
 haue filled vp the places of the fallen Angels, 
| and repcopled that Kingdome: And where: | 
focucr we thinke them moſt wome out, God | 
at this time hath his remnant (as the Apoſtle | Rome le Fo | 
ayes) and God's able tomake vp the whole | 
| garment of that remnant, So he does much 
with few , in the wayes to heauen ; and that | 
he does much though late, in that way too, 
thou mayelt diſceme in his workmg vpon 
thy ſelfe, How often haſt thou ſuffered thy | 
Soale, ro grow cleane ont of all reparations 
' into ruine, by thine inconſiderate and habi- 
 tuall courſe of{inne, and nener repaired it 
| by any good vſcof hearing the word, or re- 
| celuimg the Sacrament 1n along time, and

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' when thou haſt at any time , come to a ſur- | F 
' vey of thy conſcience, how haſt thou beene b-- 8 
affected with an inordinate apprehenſion of | 
' Gods anger, and his inacceſliblencſſe, his| 
' inexorableneſſe rowards thee,and ſunkec-| 
 uen into the iawes of deſperation ; And yet, 
| £nia manet ſemen dei, becauſe the ſeed of 
| God hath remained 1n thee, Incubat Spritus, | 
| the Holy Ghoſt hath far vpon that ſeed,and: 
| hatched a new Creature in thee, a modeſt, 
- but yet infallible aſſurance of the Mercy of 
' thy God, Recolle& all ; in rayſing of ſieges, | 
and diſcomfiting of Armies, in reſtoring | 
poſſeſſions, and reinueſting right heires, in | 
repairing the ruines of the Kingdome of | 
| heauen,depopulated in the fall of Angels, in 
 reeſtabliſhing peace of conſcience ; in a 
 preſumptuous confidence, or ouer-timo- 
' rous diffidence in God, God glorifies him- 
| ſelfe that way,to doe much with little, 
He does ſo; but yet hee will haucſome- 
thing. God's a good Husband,a good Ste- 
ward of Mans contributions, but contribu- 
tions he will haue: hee will haue a concur- 
rence, a cooperation of perſons, Euen in 
that great os, which wee ſpake of at _ 
the 
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the firſt creation , which was ſo abſolutely | 
| of Nothing, yet there wasa Faciamus, let vs, 


' vs, make Man; though but one God, ” 
| more Perſons 1n that worke. Chriſt had been 


able to haue done as the Deuill would haue; 244 3- | 


| had him doc,to hauc made bread of ſtones, 
| when hee had ſo great a numbertofced in 
| the Wilderneſle; but hee docs not fo: Hee 
 askes his Diſciples , uot panes habetrs ; How 
| many loafes haue you? and though they 
| were but flue, yet ſince they were ſome, 
| he multiplies them, and feeds aboue tiue 
thouſand with thoſe fine. Hee would hauc 
' aremnant of Gedeons Armie to fight his bar- 
railes : A remnant of 1/raels beleeuers to make 
vp his Kingdome ; A remnant of thy Soule, 
his feed wrapd:vp ſomewhere, to ſaucthy 
Soule; And a remnant of thy ſelfe , of thy 
Mind, of thy »Purſe, of thy Perſon, for thy 
 temporall delwuerance. God goes lowe, and | 
accepts ſmall Sacrifices; a Pigeon, a hand- 
tullof Flower, aiew eares of Corne:; bur. 
'a Sacrifice he will haue, The Chriſtian Church | 
implies a ſhrewd diſtreſIe, when ſhce pro- 
 uides that reaſon,that clauſe 1n her prayer, 
| Quia non e5t alins, Gine Peace mn our time, O

ys : If the bowels of compaſſion bee caten 


out,if the band ofthe Communion of Saints | 
be diſlolued, we tight for none, none tights | 
for vs, atlaſtneyther we nor they ſhall fight 
| for Chrift, nor Chriſt for them nor vs, bur all 
become a prey to the generall enemie of the 
name of Chriſt; for God requires ſomething, 
{ome aſ{liſtance,ſome concurrence,ſome co- 
operation, though he. can fight from heauen, 


Siſeraw. 

And theretore, though God giuc his gle- | 
ric to none, his glorie, that 15 to doe all with 
Nothing, yet he giues them their glorie, thar 
doe any thing for him, or for themſelues. 
And as hee hath laid vp a record, fortheir 
glorie and Memoriall, who were remarke- 
able for Faith (forthe eleuenth Chapter to 
the Hebrewes, 18a Catalogueof them.) Son 
this Song of Deborah and Barake, hee hath 
 laide vp a Record for their glorie , who cx- 
preſſed their faith in Workes,and afliſted his 
ſeruice, That whichis ſaid in generall, The 
Memorie of the iuſt ts bleſſed, but the name of the 
| wicked ſhall ror, That 1s applied and promi- 
ſed} 
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ſed in particular, by him, who can performe 
it, by Chriſt, to that woman , who anointed 
him, That wherſoeuer his Goſpell /hould be Prea- 
ched in the whole world,ther ſhould alſo thu that 
this woman had done, be_ told for a memoriall of 
her, Shee aſſiſted at his Funerall (as Chriſt 
himſelfe interprets her action, That /hee_ 
did it to burie him) and hath her glorie : how 
ſhall he gloritic them, that aduance his glo- 
ric? Shee hath her reward 1n his death; what 
ſhall they hauc, that keepe him,and his Goſ- 
 pellaliue? Nora verſe in Deborah and Ba- 
| raks ſong, and yet that is honourable eui- 
| dence: Not acommemoration at the Prea- 
| ching of the Goſpell; and yerthat is the ho- 
| nourable teſtimonie in this place, and at 
theſe Exerciſes, of ſuch as haue contribu- 
ted to the conueniencies of theſe Exerci- 
| ſes, but they {hall hauc aplace in the Booke_ 

of life ; indehibly in the Booke of life, if they 
proceedein that deuortion of aſliſting Gods 
cauſe , and doc rot thinke, that they haue 
done all, or done enough, if they haue 
done ſomething ſome one time. The Mo- 
'ral man hathſaid well, and well applied it;

| In the fifteenth verſe, Princes haue their

' who are 1n other caſes Priuledged, are b 
| their Tenures bound to goe. It is a high 
' Tenure to hold by a Crowne; And when God, |

But a true Chrijtian will neuer 
make Contrarieties in fundamentall things in- 
different , neuer make foundations,and fu- 
peredifications, the Word of God, and the 
Traditions of Men,all one. Euery man is a 
little world, ſayes the Philoſopher ; Euery 
man is alittle Church too, and in euery man, 
there are ewo {ides, two armies : the fleſh 
fights againſt the Spirit. This is but a Ciuill 
warre , nay it is but.a Rebellonindeed, and 
yetitcan neuerbe abſolutely quenched. So 
every Man is allo a Souldier in that great 
and generall warre, berweene (hri/t, and 
Beliall, the word of God, and the will of 
man. Euery man is bound to hearken to a 


| peace, in ſuch things as may admir peace, in 


diffterences,where men differ from men, but 
bound alſo to ſhut himſelfe vp againſt all

If God had not ſaid to Noah, Fac tibi 4r- 
cam ; and when he had faid fo, if he had not 
| giuen him a Deſergne, a Medella Plat forme of 
that Arke, we may doubt credibly, whether 
ever man would haue thought of a Ship, 
or of any ſuch way of trade & Commerce. 
Shipping was Gods owne Inuention , and 
therein Letentur Inſule , as Danid layes, Let 

the Hands retozce. So allo, if ( hriſt had not 
ſaid to his Apoſtles , Tte predicate , Goe and 
preach: and when hee bad ſaid fo, faid thus 
much more , Qui non crediderit danmabitur, 
Hee that belecues not your Preaching fhall bee 
damned : certainly man would neuer haue 
rhought of fuch a way of eſtabliſhing a 
kingdome, as by Preaching. No other Na- 
tion had any ſuch Inſtitution, as Preaching. 
In the Romane State, there was a publique 
| Officer, Conditor precum , who vpon great 


emergent occaſions, deprecations of immi- | 
[nent dangers, or Gratulations for euident 


bene- 
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benefites, did make particular ( olleRs an- 
ſwerable to thoſe occaſtons : And ſome 
ſuch occaſionall Panegyriques , and gratu- 
larory Orations for temporall benefites, 
they had in that ſtate. Bur a fixt and con- 
ſtant courſe of conteyning Subiects in their 
Religious and Ciuill duties, by preaching, 
onely God ordain'd, onely his Children en- | 
ioy'd. Chriſt when he ſenthis 4po/tles, did 
not giue them a particular command, Ire o- 


rate, goe and pray in the publique Congre- | 


gation ; All Nations were accuſtomed to | 
that . Chriſt made no doubt of any mans | 
oppoling, or queſtioning publique Prayer , 
and nas. an: 6 that, he onely ſaid, Sic ora- 
bitis, Not go, and pray, bur, when you pray, 
pray thus, he inſtructed them in the forme ; 
the duty was well knowne to all before. 
Bur, for Preaching, He himlelfe was anoin- | 


b-cauſe the Lord hath anointed mee to preach :

quench it not in others, by diſcouraging 
them that doe preach, For ſo Saint Chry- 
/oſtome, (and nothe alone) vnderſtood that 
place, That they quench the ſpirit, who diſcoun- 
tenance preachins, and diſhearten Preachers. 
St. Chry/oſtome tooke his example from the: 
Lampe that burnt by him, when hee was 
preaching ; (It ſeemes therefore hee did 
preach in the afrernoone) and he ſayes, you 


| may qaench this Lampe, by putting in water and 


you may quench it by taking out the oyle. So a 
Man may quench the fpirit in himſelfe, if 
hee ſmother it, ſuffocate it, with worldly 
pleaſures, or profits, and he may quench it 


in others, if he withdraw that fauour, or 


that helpe, which keepes that Man, who 
hath the ſpirit of Propheſie, the vnCtion of

State mnſt take order, that every man im- 
prooue that which he hath, for the beſt ad. 
uantage. of that State, paſles alio through 
the Lavy of Nations , which is to all:

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the world,as the Mynicipall Law is to a| 
particular State, Intereit mundo, The 
Whole world, all Mankinde muſt take care, 
that all places be emprowd, as farre as may 
be, to the beſt aduantage of Mankinde in 
generall, Againe if the Land be peo- 


pled, and cultiuated by the people, and} 


that Land produce in abundance ſuch 
things, for want whereof their negh- 
bours, or others (being not enemies)

Infamy is the worſt puniſhment , and 
Inteſtabilitie, (to be made inteſtable) is 
one of the deepeſt wounds of infamy, 
and then the worlt degree of intefabz. 
litie, is not to bee beleeued, not to bee 
admitted to be a witneſſe of any o- 
ther : heis Inteſtable that cannot make 
2 Teſtament, not giue his owne goods ; 
and hee Inteſtable that can receiue no- 
| thing by the Teftament of another, hee 
is teſtable, in whole behalfe no teſti- 
mony may be accepted ; buthe is the 
moſt miſerably Inteftable of all, the 
moſt deteſtably inteſtable, that dilcre- 
dits another man by ſpeaking well of 
him, and makes him the more fuſpi- 
tious, by his commendations. A 
Chriſtian in profeſsion, that is not a 
Chriſtian in life, 1s ſo inteſtable ſo, hee 
diſcredits Chriſt, and hardens others a- 
gainſt him. John Baptiſt was more 
then a Prophet, becauſe he was a Wit- 
nefſe of Chriſt , and he was a Witneſſe, 
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becaue hee was like him, he did as hee 
did, helead a holy anda religious life; 
ſo he was a Witneſſe. That great and 
glorious name of Martyr, is buta WWit- 
neſſe. Saint Stephen was Proto-martyr, 
Chriſts firſt YVitneſſe, becauſe hee was 
the farſt that did as he did, that put on 
his colours, that drunke of his Cup, 
that was baptiſed with his Bapti/me, 
with his ovwvne bloud : ſo hee was a 
V/itneſſe.
